NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi., the 29th May 1967 

S. O. 195°—Whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the late 
Ministry of Steel Mines ami Heavy Engineering (Department of Mines and Metals) S. O. 
No. 2012, dated the 1st |uilc 1964, under sub-section (t) of section 4 of the Coal Bearing 
Areas (Acquisition and Development - ) Act, 1957 (20 of 1957), the Central Government gave 
notice of its intention to prospect for coal in 5185-00 acres "(approximately) or 2099-93 hectares 
(approximately) of lands in the locality specified in the Schedule appended to that notifica¬ 
tion ; 

And whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of 
Mines and Metals No, S. O. T632 dated the 21st May, 1966, under sub-section (1) of 
section 7 of the said Act, the Central Government gave notice specifying a further 
period of one year commencing front the Tst June, 1066, as the period within which the Central 
Government may give notice of its intention to acquire the lands or of any rights in or over 
such lands described in the Schedule appended to that notifications; 

An whereas the Central Government is satisfied that coal is obtainable in 3968-00 
acres (approximately) or 1607-05 hcciares (approximately) out of the said lands; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 7 of the 
Coal Bearing Areas (Acquisition and Development) Act, 1957, the Central Government 
hereby gives notice of its intention to acquire 

(n) the lands measuring 8 3 ■ 00 acres (approximately) or 33 • 62 hectares (approximately) 
described in Schedule 1 A ’ appended hereto ; and 

(h) the rights to mine, quarry, bore, dig and search for, win, work and carry away mi¬ 
nerals in the lands measuring 3885-00 acres (approximately) or 1573-43 hectares 
(approximately) described in the Schedule ‘ B ’ appended hereto ; 
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Note i.—T he plans of the area covered by this notiflcat'on may be inspected in the Office 
of the Deputy Commissioner, Hazaribagh (Bihar), or in the office of the Coal Controller, 
I, Council House Street, Calcutta or in the office of the National Coal Development Cor¬ 
poration Ltd., (Revenue Section), Darbhanga House, Ranchi (Bihar). 

Note 2.—Attention is hereby invited to the provisions of section 8 of the Coal Bearing Areas 
(Acquisition and Development) Act, 1957, whien provides as follows : 

" 8 (1) ” Any person interested in any land in respect of which a notification under 
section 7 has been issued may, within thirty days of the issue of the notification, 
object to the acquisition of the whole or any part of the land or of any right in or 
over such land. 

Explanation :—It shall not be an objection within the meaning of this section for any 
person to say that he himself desires to undertake mining operations in the land for the produc¬ 
tion of coal and that such operations should not be undertaken by the Central Government 
or by any other person. 

(2) Every objection under sub-section (r)Tshall be made to the competent authority 
in writing and the competent authority shall give the objector an opportunity 
of being heard cither in person or by a legal practitioner and shall, afLer hearing 
all such objections and after making such further inquiry, if any, as he thinks neces¬ 
sary, submit the case for the decision of the Central Government together with the 
record of the proceedings held by him and a report containing his recommenda¬ 
tions on the objections, 

(3) For the purposes of this section, a person shall be deemed to be interested in land 
who would be entided to claim an interest in compensation if the land or any rights 
in or over such land were acquired under this Act 

It may be noted that the Coal Controller, t-Council House Street, Calcutta-r, has 
been appointed by the Central Government as the competent authority under the 
Act.
